MR, EGAN REFUSES 10 TALK 


He Has Been in Charge of the Prop- 
erty Since Mr. Comer’s Death 
and Has Conducted Its Af- 
fairs with Marked 
Success. 


The directors of the Central of Georgia 
Railway Company at a meeting to be held 
next Monday, April 9th, in Savannah will 
elect a successor to the late president, 
Hugh (M. Comer. 

This will be the regular quarterly meet- 
ing of the directors at which other busi- 
ness will be transacted, no special meet- 
ing having been called for the punpose of 
eleating a president, 

It is impossible to predict what the di- 
rectors are going to do, though there 
seems to ‘be reason fur believing that the 
matter has been settled. It is understood 
that only one or two, if any, of the north- 
ern directors will attend the meeting, and 
that President Samuel Spencer, of the 
Southern, who is a member of the Cen- 
tral’s board, is not expected to be present. 
It seems therefore, tnat the meeting will 
be made,up practically of the Southern 
directors of the system, 

While little is known as to what the 
directors-vaill do, there seems to be a gen- 
eral opinion here and in Savannah, that 
the next president of the Central will be 
the present vice president, John M. Egan. 
Not only Savannahians, but parties of 
prominence and influence at.other points 
on the Central system seem to be backing 
Mr. Egan strongly, and it may be said 
that {it is the desire of the great majority 
of the road’s patrons that Mr. Fgan be 
the new head of the system. ‘The suc- 
cess with which Mr. Egan has conducted 
the affairs of the system since he has 
been vice president has been widely com- 
mented upon, and he has made many 
friends for it throughout che vast terri- 
tory which it covers. “Mr, Egan has not 
only vastly improved the system pnysi- 
cally, but he has sought to benefit the 
territory which it covers by furnishing 
to the farming districts supplies of seed 
and information, the object being to de- 
vVelem-qa diversified agriculture which will 
in the future redound tothe advantage 
of both the farmer and the road. In this 
and in many other enterprising ways Mr.

With the exception of Mrs. Hannah G. 
Solomon, president of the International 
Council of Jewish Women, no woman has 
become distinguished in her associa- 
tion with its work than Sadie America, 
who, it will be remembered, was one orf 
the ablest and brightest women that spoke 
here at the women’s congresses during 
the Cotton States and International expo- 
sition, when she inspired the organization 
of the Atlanta branch, of which Mrs. 
Julius Alexander is president. 

Her life’s work seems to be to promote 
and develop that of the internaticnal 
council, and she is recognized as one of 
the foremost of American philanthropists: 

Not long since, she was quoted in cer- 
tain papers as saying she believed that 
there should be cone universal Sabbath. 
The alleged statement was widely dis- 
cussed, and finaily gave rise to the sur- 
mise that the subject of a universal Sab- 
bath might be discussed in the recent 
convention, 

It was, however, not discussed beyond 
the fact that Miss America read a paper 
in which she took occasion not only to 
deny the statement, but to prove just 
when and how she had been misquored. 
It was explained at the time by a mem- 
ber interviewed here that not cnly there 
would be no discussion of the matter be- 
cause there was no occasion for it, but 
because that would be a matter that the 
Jewish ministers and not the Jewish wo- 
men would discuss and decide. 

The reports read at the recent con- 
vention have been widely commented up- 
on, since they brought to Nght the many 
excefient institutions that are feing 
operated under the auspices of the wo- 
men of the council, who have well lived 
up to the principles and objects of the 
organization, which are explained in the 
first article of their constitution, as fol- 
lows:

And in these fields the Jewish women 
bave done noble work always, but esp>- 
cially since the organization of their 
counell, They have organized and lent 
their practical assistance, not only to the 
institutions organized by and for those 
of their faith, but to all practically phil- 
anthropic movements appealing to them 

The various reports showed their work 
in hospitals, working girls’ homes, homes 
for the crippled and aged, orphan asy- 
lims and similar estaiblishments, 
whiie they were among. the first to 
give practical assistance when appeals 
were ‘made for our sick and wounded 
soldiers of the Spanish-American war. 

“Here in Atlanta no organization of its 
size does more practical good than the 
little band of women making up the At- 
lanta branch of the international council. 
They thave helped the Free Kindergarten 
since its ineipiency and continue their 
able work in its behalf and were among 
the first to contribute a generous sum of 
money to ths Atlanta Relief Association, 
which eas organized for the Dpenefit of the 
soldiers of the late war. 

It will be seen therefore that, although 
the Council of Jewish ‘Women includes 
women of all faith in their membership, 
it is by no means exclusive, put~broadly 
inclusive in the scope of its work, recog- 
nizing no one faith, no one nationality 
when a philanthropic ic work can be done. 


Atlanta Daughters of Revolution 
Will Be Represented at Paris 


The Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution properly will take a conspicuoas 
part in the unveiling of the Lafayette 
monument in Paris, July 34 and 4th. A 
committee has been appointed from the 
national association of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution by Mrs. Daniel 
Manning, president, and various chap- 
ters throughout the country will send 
their special delegates, 

At a meeting of the Joseph Habersham 
chapter, Daughters of the American Rev- 
olution, at the executive mansion yester- 
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day morning Mrs, W. If Peel, regent, and 
Colonel J. W. Huger, of the advisory 
board, were appointed by the members of 
the chapter as their delegates at the un- 
veiling exercises. 

The meeting was an unusually interest- 
ing one, and the new chapter is already 
one of the most conspicuous in the state, 
though still the youngest. Miss Marga- 
ret Harvey, who has compiled the first 
volume of Georgia archives, was elected 
an honorary member yesterday, also Guv- 
ernor Theodore Roosevelt, of Neywg York, 
whose ancestor, Governor Bullock, was 
one of Georgia’s colonial governors. Gen- 
eral Wheeler, also a native of Georgia, 
was the third honorary member elected. 

Among other interesting matters the re- 
gent announced that at the various meet- 
ing to be held during the year papers 
on historic and instructive subjects would 
be read by members of the chapter, and 
by the gentlemen members of the advisory 
board,

sory board, “Early Parishes and First 
Counties,’’ Miss Northen; ‘‘The Indian in 
Georgia,’ Mrs. Thomas Peters; ‘‘Colonial 
and Royal Governors of Georgia,’’ Hon. 
Allen D, Candler, of advisory board;
